SEES A HALF 
BILLION CROP 


Winnipeg, July .28—A_ 500,000,000 
bushel wheat crop for western Gan- 
ada was the prediction made by Sir 
Henry Thornton, president of the 
Canadian National railway, in an in- 
terview today upon his arrival from 
the west after a comprehensive tour 
of the three prairie provinces. 

“I am not an expert on crop esti- 
mates,” said Sir Henry, “but from re- 
liable advice given me, as well as 
from the general excellence of the; 
crops I have seen everywhere I look 
for a total yield of wheat in western 
Canada of 500,000,000 bushels and the 
yield of other grains will be propor- 
tionately high. This looks like the re- 
sult to expect unless some, unfore- 
seen disaster occurs within the nex 
four weeks. Every day lessens the 


probability of serious misfortune to; 


the grain fields. 

“This grand crop, which certainly 
deserves the name of ‘bumper’ if 
ever a crop deserved such a name, 
will have a most beneficial effect on 
business and trade generally. It will 
mean nearly $500,000,000 of added 
wealth when all other grains and 
farm produce are considered, This 
will be real money and it cannot van- 
sh like mist. It cannot be eaten; 
it will not be thrawn away, and 
consequently it will flow in the chan- 
nels of legitimate trade and will have 
a stimulating influence on every legi- 
timate idustry and enterprise.”

61,000 HARVESTERS 
FOR LARGE CROPS 


Western Canada will require ,61,- 
000 harvesters’ this year. It is es- 


timated that 15,000 will be needed in 
Manitoba, 33,000 in Saskatchewan and 
13,000 in Alberta, and most of them 
will be brought. in from Eastern Ca- 
nada. 

It is expected that the wheat. har- 
vest in Manitoba will begin about 
August 7th, and tentative arrange- 
ments will be made to. have the first 
harvesters’ excursions from’ the east 
jarrive on that date. 


SEPARATE WHEAT 
POOL FOR EACH. 
PRAIRIE. PROVINCE 


‘Regina; Tuy’ 33 
days ‘eontorence , “representatives | ot 
farmers’ organizations for the three 
prairie provinces today decided to 
form separate wheat pools for Muni 
toba, Saskatchewan and Alberta, and 
asingle selling agency. The delegates 
decided to bring the arrangements 
into operation “at the earliest, possi- 
ble moment,” this indefinite term 
it is undersctood, indicating that there 
are certain difficulties not essentially 
Saskatchewan ones, to be solved first. 
The uncertainty attaching to the 
length of time needed to overcome 
these combined with the rapid ap- 


(proach of the harvest season advised 


the propriety of a non-committal term. 
The official statement issued at 


ithe termination of the meeting was 


that “the conference resulted in a 
decision to establish a voluntary 
contract wheat pool, organized on a 
provincial basis but with one central 
selling agency for the three provinces. 
It was agreed that the provincial as- 
the S.G.G.A 
and the U.F.M., should be responsible 
‘for the organization of a Bool in their 
respective provinces. 

“It was considered desirable that, 
as far as possible, there should be 
uniformity in plans in all three pro- 
vinces, and a committee consisting of 


W. J. Jackman, Alberta; J. A. Ma- 
harg, Saskatchewan, and D. G. Me- 
kenzie, Manitoba, was appointed to 
dyaw up a form of contract and se- 
cure necessary legal advice. The 
same committee will also draw up 
plang for the establishment of an 
interprovincial selling agency and 
take up other matters of detail, re- 


porting to a later meeting of the con- 
ference. It was understood that the 
pool would be brought into operation 
at the earliest possible moment. 
Messrs. Brouillette and Laird of the 
Farmers’ Union were present during 
the major portion of the conference, 
and offered suggestions and took part 
in the discussion.” 

This announcement was made by 
John Ward, secretary of the Canadian 
Council of Agriculture, who acted as 
secretary to the conference. 

“Does the announcement imply 
that the.pool will be in operation for 
the crop in this year?” he was ask- 
ed, : 
“The question cannot be arswered" 
he replied. “That will depend absol- 
utely upon how long it takes to get 
the machinery created and in motion”

‘y IALBERTA COAL 
TO MOVE EAST 
AS EXPERIMENT 


Within a short time Alberta coal 
will be rolling eastward as a result 
of the agreement between the pro- 
vincial goyernment and the Canadian 
National railway to ship at least 4000 
tons of coal to Ontario by way of an 
experiment, at a price to compete 
with American anthracite in that mar- 
ket. 

Premier Greenfield announced on 
Monday that Commissioner Stutch- 
bury of the mines branch, had com- 
pleted arrangements with Canadian 
National officials and mine operators 
in various Alberta fields for shipping 
coal eastward without delay, the rail- 
way rate to be $7 a ton for the ex- 
perimental shipments. 

Mr. Stutchbury states — that he 
plans to distribute the test shipments 
as widely as possible in important 
jOntario points for the purpose of e€s- 
tablishing .the value of Alberti. coal 
practically all over that province. 
While the railway officials have de- 
finitely announced that a permanent 
freight rate of $7 a ton is impossible 
it is likely that the Canadian National 
Will not object to transporting ex: 
perimental shipments somewhat in 
excess of 4,000 tons if the government 
deems it advisable. 

Premier Greenfield has» not yel 
been advised by the Canadian Pacific 
whether tha company will co-oper- 
ate in those caperimental shipments 
at the $7 freight rafe to Ontario. He 
expects to -hear ‘from vice president 
D...C.. Coleman on the matter: within 
the next day. or, so.

MUST BE HEARD 
AGAIN IN FALL 


Montreal, July 33,— 3.—Ten citizens of 
Montreal, called to state whether 
Rev. Adelard Delorme was: guilty of 
having murdered his half brother, 
Raoul, decided after hearing the 
evidence, addresses by counsel for 
the defence and for the crown, and 
the summing up by Chief Justice Sir 
Francois Lemieux, in the’ court of 
the king's bench, that he was guilty 
of the murder. ‘ 

Two citizens, the remainder of the 
jury, refused to agree with their fel- 
lows, and the disagreement being 
persisted in, the jury was discharged 
this afternoon by His Lordship. Ap- 
plication for bail, made by A. Tash- 
ereau, counsel for the defence, was 
promptly dismissed by the bench. 

It was not until it was very clear 
that there was no hope of agreement 
that His Lordship reluctantly — dis- 
missed the jury. The dismissal fol- 
lowed the second report of disagree- 
ment reported during the day. 

The cost to the taxpayers of the

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-American Farmer’s 
Purchasing Power Nil 


Wheat at Chicago has fallen under 
a dollar in price and American farm- 
ers may lose a total of $600,000,000 
on the 1923 crop. This means that 
the purchasing power of the American 
farmers will be reduced to vractically 
nil and that production in subsequent 
years will be seriously affected, For- 
mers in western Canada can have 
no guarantee that a similar econoinic 
tragedy will not befall them until 
cooperative marketing is adopted gen- 
erally in the west, and they are able 
to market their wheat by cooperation, 
at point of consumption rather than 
market it individually at point — of 
production, Until the western farmer 
prospers, Canada cannot prosper. 
The only protection, Canada can of- 
fer to the incalculably valuable farm- 
ing industry is cooperative market- 
ing. It-igs the first duty of govern- 
ment to see that every western. farm- 
er produces his grain by. scientific 
methods as cheaply as possible and is 
then enabled to sell it for a little 
more than it cost him. Western 
Canada should have the .benefit of 
the best brains money can provide 
to work out a workable cooperative 
marketing plan for western wheat, 


Aaron Sapiro of San Francisco, is 
the recognized genius of cooperative 
marketing on this continent. He has 
formed cooperative groups. in Cali- 
fornia so successful that growers who 
hitherto were only receiving 7 cents 
of the consumers’ dollar are now re- 
ceiving 55 cents of it. By introducing 
proper methods of marketing he has 
Taised, the standard of living in whole 
districts in the United States. He 
could do the same for western wheat 
—and he should be invited to dq it. 

In seeking relief the west has or- 
ganized for the economics of. politics, 
which ‘has helped no one. It is time 
now to!organize for the economics of 
grain. Only by applying the soundest 
principles of the economics of grain 
through some cooperative system can 
the Canadian West guarantee itself 
against the disaster which has over- 
taken American farmers and look 
ahead for the first time along a road 
to permanent prosperity—Vancouver 
Sun, 


JACKMAN OUTLINES 
MAIN FEATURES OF 
COOPERATIVE POOL 


Alberta ig practically assured of a 
wheat pool, according to W. J. Jack- 
man, secretary of the U.I.A. wheat 
pool committee, writing in the Jast 
issue of “The U.F.A.” official organ 
of that organization. This committee 
met in Calgary «a few weeks ago to 


_ study the proposal and in his article 


Mr. Jackman divulges somethmg of 
what happened at that conference, 
vutlining the main features of the 
proposed pool. 

‘he ‘wheat pool commit ce has a 
full realization of the imyortance and 
magnitude of the task which has 
been entrusted to it,” stated Mr. 
Jackman. 
no effort to secure for Alberta the 
best possible cooperative wheat pool, 
in the shortest possible time, consist- 
ent with safety, soundness and solid- 
arity. 

“The provincial government has 
assured the committee of its wiling- 
ness to give all help possible, and 

* the cooperative marketing conunittes 
of the government hes signified its 
desire to actively assist the wheat 
pool committee in its work..” 

In the first part of his article, Mr, 
Jackman gives a history of negotia- 
tions and conferences which have 
taken place in an attempt to secure 
some form of cooperative selling of 
wheat. In closing he expains that 
the ‘ideal system would be a voluntary 
wheat pool under which the wheat 
growers of the worid would plan to 
feed the consuming public as requir: 
ed. The next best thing would be a 
western Canada wheat pool, but the 
time has apparently not arrived for 
that either, Alberta could not afford 
to wait and a provincial pool must 
be organized, he said. 

The main features of the plan 
which the committee had worked on 
are given as follows: 

The association would be a coop- 
erative, non-profit organization, with- 
out capital stock. 


All surpluses, after defraying opera-, material for the manufacture of paper. 


“The members will spare} 


the’ members in’ proportion: to the 


wheat shipped, : eat 

“Membership would not -be confined 
to the U.F.A. Control would be in 
the hands of the members through a 
board of twelve -directors, elected by. 
districts, A small executive would be 
elected by the directors from their 
own ranks, with a president or chair: 
man selected by the directors either 
from their own number or from fut: 
side, j : Nats 

A small membership fee (not an. an- 
nual fee) would be collected from each 
shipper, to defray the organization 
expenses, § 

The payments on grain would be 
defrayed by obtaining a line of credit 
from the banks, as-is now done™ by 
private grain dealers. The necessity 
for this would be. gradually reduced 
or eliminated by pbuilding up a re- 
serve fund. 


The initial payment. for grain 
would probably have to be guaranteed 
wholly or, in part by the provincial 
government, 

Payment for elevators, if purchas- 
ed, would be made in bonds of a 
holding company, repayable in an- 
nual instalments; or in cash obtained 
by the sale of bonds, possibly with 
a provincial guarantee, 

Members “would be required to 
sign contracts to sell all their wheat 
through the pool for a period of five 
years, beginning at any time, These 
would probably be straight pooling 
contracts, with damage clauses in 
case of breach, 5 

There would be a separate pool for 
each: grade of, wheat, based upon 
the average price for the year, less 
handling costs, etc, 

As substantial an advance — pay- 
ment as possible would) be made 
upon the delivery of the grain, and 
a participation certificate issued, en- 
titling the shipper _to his share of 
whatever surplus accrued on_ the 
year’s business. Participation pay- 
ments would be made at the end of 
the season, or at such intervals as 
conditions warranted. 

Each member would be required to 
file annually a. return showing the | 
acreage sown, and an estimate of 
the quantity of wheat for sale. 

The utmost use possible would be 
made of the outlet by the western 
route. / 

Exporting ‘would be done as far.as 
possible in cooperation with similar 
organizations which have already 
been established in parts of the Un- 
ited States and in Australia. 

In. the organization campaign 
which woud be necessary to secure 
the signing of contracts, the great: 
est possible use would be made of, the 
U.F.A. organization. Each director 
would probably be placed in charge 
of his own territory, and made re- 
sponsible for organizing a thorough 
canvass of all resident farmers, Pub- 
lic meetings to explain the pool and 
advocate cooperative marketing would 
be held at as many centres as possi- 
ble during the campaign, and ‘con- 
tracts signed up after each meeting. 
A special meeting of every U.F.A, 
local would be held for the explana- 
tion and discussion, of the pool. All 
the farmers present would be signed 
up and plans made for canvassing 
the absentee members and non mem- 
bers and covering adjacent unorganiz- 
ed territory. 

Literature would of course, be pre- 
pared, and sent out to all locals, 
carefully explaining all the details of 
the pool and the contract, for use 
where it was not possible to send a 
speaker, 


UTILIZATION OF _ 
FLAX STRAW IN 
WESTERN CANADA 


The uses to which flax straw may 
be put, and to which to an increasing 
extent ig’ being put, are commented on 
by the New York Times. The investi- 
gations that have been conducted in 


Winnipeg have apparently attracted 
considerable attention. The Times 
Says: 

Canada’s enormous quantity of 


straw is now being utilized in numer: 
ous remunerative ways. Tor many 
years the problem of how to utilize 
the wastage of straw from the wes- 
tern linseed flax oil crop has been the 
subject of investigation and study. 
Realizing the potential value of this 
enormous waste, the Canadian Paci- 
fic Railway made a careful investiza- 
tion of its utilization and has succed- 
ed in putting it to productive usage. 

The straw was known to have a cer- 
tain value for its fibre, being similar 
in this respect, though of inferior 
grade, to the straw cultivated for the 
production of fibre flax, but after leav- 
ing the threshing machine the fibre 
value of this linseed flax straw was 
destroyed, even for production of 
commercial tow, owing to the manner 
in which the straw was broken up in 
the threshing operation. In conse- 
quence of this difficnity, early invas- 
tigations were along the lines of ut- 
ilizing the waste straw as a pulping 


ting expenses, and providing for ade- The investigations conducted in this 
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connection were successful in every 
way, and the resulting product 
was an exceptionally high grade of 
paper suitable for high class writing 
paper and. similar purposes. This 
research was carried to a semi-com- 
mercial scale, but the cost of produe- 
tion of the pulp was too high for 
practical purposes. 


“Further investigations have been 
inaugurated by the honorary -counci! 
for scientific and industrial research 
in efforts to' produce pulp from which 
a cheap grade of newsprint could be 
manufactured, These results have 
not so far been disclosed. 


“Today the utilization of these vast 
quantities of waste straw is nearer 
to accomplishment than ever before.” 
states the Canadian Pacific railway. 
“Modern Canadian inyented machin- 
ery has made possible the recovery 
of the linseed without the destruction 
of the straw. through anew. form. of 
threshing” “machine, This> at -once 
removed the old obstacle to the utili- 
zation of the fibre eontent of the 
straw and sets free and available ‘an 
enormous new supply of raw mater- 
ial for the manufacture of the lower 
grade of linen products, which is 
certain to mean an important indus- 
trial development im western Canada 
in the not distant future, 


“Meantime a successful effort has 
been made in Manitoba near Winni- 
peg for the use of this waste flax 
straw by the production of an insu- 
lating material which has proved to 
be an efficient non-conductor of heat 
and cold, and is, being used in western 
construction work as linings be- 
tween the walls and under the roofs, 
to keep out the cold, and appears to 
have demonstrated effectively its sue- 
cess in these relations. It has been 
used in public buildings as well as 
in industrial plants—ice, cold storage 
and: others—-and is becoming general 
in its use in private dwellings. 

“While this is only a beginning, it 
has created a situation more satistac- 
tory for the future marketing of flax 
straw, and now its use for tow pur- 
poses has developed a desire on the 
part of industries south of the inter- 
national boundary to purchase the 
straw and a-large tonnage contract 
was entered into late in the past year 
and a tow mill is to be erected in 
Manitoba to take care of this new 
market.—Winnipeg Free Press.

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Duck Shooting Opens 
This Year on Sept. 15}. 


According. to the’ game regulations 
for 1923 just issued’ by Chief Game 
tuardian Benjamin Lawton. the open. 
season for ducks and geese will not 
commence until September 15. After 
that date-and. until December 14 
hunters. will be’ entitled to take the 
full limit of two hundred for the 
season with a maximum for any day 
of thirty, 


_ This. setback in the date of com- 
mencement although appearivg some- 
what harsh is entirely necessary as 
there. has been. a big falling off in 
the number of ducks in the province 
during the last two years, and obser- 
ver’s reports from. the breeding 
grounds this year, state the flocks 
will be smail, although sume families 
of ducklings. ere already swimming 
the lakes and sloughs. 

The season, for prairie chicken and 
partridge opens on October 15 and 
cor tinues with ihe end of the month, 
with a limit of OO for the seuson and 
len per dav. October has heen le- 
clared open. season for the little 
Hungarian partridge, but an order-in 
council was passed on sune 22. de- 
claring a close season in areas north 
of the Battle river. in order to give 
what few of these have been released 
a chance to inerease before exces- 
sive shooting takes place.
